Mr. Ma Kie'-Tehong, Director of the China 
Merchants':S. N, Co., writer as follows to the 
N. @. Daily Nows:—As tho leader in your 
issue of the [2th inetant relating to: the recent 
meeting of the Chambor.of Commerce, called to 
consider tho introduction of Bonded Warehouses, 
appears to myeelf only to euunciate the views 
of one section of the wercantilo community, I 
would ask of you for spaco in your columns to 
point out what may be equally fairly advan cod 
as regards the othor side of the question. 

- At the rolicitation' of ths representatives of 
friendly Powers, H.1.0. M.'s Government bas de- 
cided to.concede the storage of merchandise in 
“Bonded Warehouses "and, notwithstanding tho | 
objections to which you have uecorded your sup- 
port, it seems to myself but natural that in so doing 
it should delegata the execution of the schemu 
too body consisting entirely of its own nationnls 
and which is alrendy entrusted with oumerous 
duties by the State. F 

As illustrating the undeniable fo ce of ' this 
argament I would ask, supposing Chrnese mor- 
ohants in nomber were to emigrate to England, 
oon It bo imagined for o single instant that they 
would be permitted to have the contro! of the | 
Bonded Warehvuses in Londou? Thoin'take the 
noxt country in importance in ite dealipge with 
China, America; it positively would not be safo, | 
in that “land of freedom ”. for avy one to aren! 
moot such w thing! ‘The revtrictions. imposed on 
Chivere in the United Stats are of too notorions 
a charaoter to neod my dwolling thereon. 

1t may paasibly bo sought to contend that the 
laws of Extraterriteiality obtaining in’ Chinn 
militate to some extent against the comparison 
L have instituted; but should such a plea ba ast 
up, f would maintain that the conditions under 
which Foreigners abide on theso shores have 
never as yet been conatrued intoa right toin- 
terloro with tho collection of duties by the Imper. 
ial government in ita own: way, 60 long as these 
are in secordance with Treaty stipulations. 

Then as to the.alleged injury tothe interents 
of foreigners; while it is at alltimes difficult, 
whore a radical change is involved, anch as that 
under consideration, toavoid somy inconvenience 
being experienced at the outset, I would observe 
that this would at wovt re-act oma ciroumsoribed 
section of the community, to wit the owners of 
Wharf property, of whom. Mr. Maogregor of 
the firm of Mossrs. Jardine, Mathoson & Uo, 
constituted himself the champion at the recent 
meeting under reference, Thus ‘take any 
ordinary firm, cot at all-interesled in wlar- 
vos, it should be a matter of the most 
absolute indifferenco to them whether 
their morshandiso be stored in the China Mur. 
chants’, Shanyhai_and Hongkew and Jar. 
fline’s Associated Wharves, or tho Pootung 
‘Wharf Company's Godowns. That this is so is, 
I think, pretty concluaively shown by the small 
amount of interoat in the mootiag ovincod by the 
general body of subscribera to tho Chumbor of 
Commaree. a8 proved by the extremely Jimited 
attendance, making the’ formation of 8 quorum a 
matter of much diflculty. > 

I desire farther to point outi that it hy no 
weanus follows that theforsign Companies would 
be at a loss for employment, ag there would still 
be accommodation needed for Imports of a aaa 
frea nature, as for thore “ indented ” for or soli! 
“to arrive” or on which the outlay of. duty 
would otherwise appear likely to be but of brief 
duration, which in those dayw of.“ quick snles” 
would apply toa largo amount of foods; then 
too apace would ba seqnirnd by “Chinese ..mer- 
chondisa which is not affected by the scheme 
for bouding. - ; 

I would additionally observe, since some doubt 
was onst thereon at the mooting, that ‘the pre- 
mises of the company are amply sufficient to 
meet any call which may bo mada on them by 
FA.LC.M.'6 Customs. 

In my estimation then, the outory, which has 
Leen raised, chiefly as I believe by o limited 
group of owunrs of property, is altogether pre- 
zature, and f vonsider thet, quite apart from 
the rights in the rastter of the Imperial Go.

Soon after his assumption of the 
duties of his station his health failed him, and 
he was compelled in 1882 fo return to France. 
Hore he improved" but little, and in 1885 hoe 
returned to ‘China,. preferring to continue bis 
work at all riske, His physical strength was

THE STATUS OF FOREIGN MAIL 
STBAMERS IN COLONIAL 
PORTS. - 
paar Gees 

A fow days ago we referred to the intro- 
duction of the Foreign Mail Steamers Ordin- 
ance in the Legislative Council of Ceylon, 
and to tha ovidenco it acemed to afford of 
the noneauccess of the agitation set on foot 
aguinat theae.Bills by the Hongkong Cham. 
ber of Commerce. Further evidence in 
the same direction.ia afforfede by the intro- 
duction of a similar Ball in the Legishrive 
Council of the Straits Settlements, The Bill 
waa introduced onthe 29th’ November,and the 
Attorney-General, inmoving the first. reading, 
eaid:—“Thissutijeethaa been ao wall threahed 
outin thigCounetl, and all that crn besaid on 
it hng been snid go often, that the Council 
will not be ‘sorry to find the quostion set -at 
rest once.and for all.’ By virtue, of the 
Postal Convention of 1856 mado with the 
French Governmant, ‘the vessols subsidised 
by that. Government for postal purposes 
receive certain privileges aud immunities in 
Britiab:porta, It has been the practice from 
time to time for this Council to pass on 
Ordinance giving effect to that Convention 
in this Colony, for a lithited period ovily, in 
the expectation that the convention, would 
be determined: and replaced by a now ‘one, 
That expectation, bowever, bas been go often 


disappointed in the past, that there ‘now 
aeoma 4 likelihood phat the convention will 
endure as tong asthis Council itself. (hder 
Lheae circumstances it, is thourht advisable, 
instead of having these annual or semi- 
annaally recurring Bills, to provide once for 
ail that tho, preaont arrangement ehall 
continue na long as the Convention ddes.”” 
That ig to say, thot. in tho opinion ‘of 
tho ben, gentleman, the unofiicial mem- 
bers, having failed in their efforts: hitherto, 
ought now gracefully to throw ‘up the 
sponge, He went-on to say. that the 
Bill differed frum its predecessors tp 
that it set out at length those provisions 
of the Conveition to which it ‘is pro.

QTEAMER “ LORNE.”

Cole, mastar of tha British stéamer Lonetia ;

Parti Mitohael Coulter, master of the British 
steamor Atholl, gone

8. J. Norwood, tho sacotid officer of tho Lurac,

following evidences was taken : F 
Samuel Joho Norwood said hold a_ first 
mate's certificate, number 296, obtained in Hong- 
kong on tho 12th October, 1886. I was second 
ofticer of the Lorne, [joined her in Singaporo 
‘in March last. The Lorne's registered tonnage 
was 1,035, her horsepower 150. On her last 
yoyageshe was comiug from Saigon to Hong- 
kong... We-loft Saigon on the,24th November 
with a-cargo of rod: Wo had about sixty pns- 
aengovs, all Chiesa: except. one, au Earoponn, 
The Captain's ame was William Hunter. 
From the time we left Saigon till Ist Decombar 
we had moderate weather, On tho. night of the 
Ist December it came on to blow very hard 
and the ship was hove to for four hours. “When 
the wind moderated we stood in to the land 
and kept closs in to the Iand ‘till the time 
"we sttuck. The lavt land we sighted wis about 
6 pu, on the 3rd inst. At 12 midnight on the 
8rd inst. I. went on the bridge to relieve the 
third officer. When I wont on tho bridgo tho 
third officer was gtanding by the tolograph. Ho 
was giving mo the course when I felt the vessel 
strike. Immediately I telegraphed to stop. Tha 
vessel then struck again soveral times. ‘Tho 
captain was in the chart room, and he came. ont 
and asked ma what was tho mattor. I told him 
the ship had strnek. Yo ordered the wolls to 
ba sounded. The tarponter sounded the forward 
wells, and the chief officer, who had come ont of. 
his room, and myself took another rod and 
sounded the after wolls. We sounded almost 
immediately after the ship struck.“ We found 
no water in the after wolls. Woe wont forward 
to whore the carpenter was soniding. the fore. 
hold and found thers was ahont fonr feat of 
water there. The capluin orderéd wll bouta to 
bo put out ‘and lowered level with the rail. At 
the samo timo’ went om the bridge to ape what 
water we were in and having sounded found no 
bottom at twonty fathoma. «7. thon. went-to the 
second cutter to put her ont, She was on the 
port side. Ifound she was full of passengers 
and their luggage. I turned the passengers 
ont, assisted by the third engiteer, who had 
come out of the engine-room, and some of tho 
crew. Before I had. got my boat ont the 
first officer lad his ont and asked me .to lend 
ima band to lower her. Ais was the first 
ontter. I left my beat. to go and assist him. 
After lowering, his boat level with the rail I 
went back and lowersd my own boat. While 


We wora lowering my boat soma of the passen- | 


gers got into the first outter and others lowerad 
her into the water. . They also lowered the gig 
and the dingy in the same way. The gig cap- 
sized, ‘As soon as wo pot tho second entter level 
with the rail some of the passengers and the 
craw got into her and lowered hex into the 
water. Tho ‘craw woro Malays. They’ were 
most unmanageable and refused fo obey or- 
ders. We tried to prevent the passengers and 
crew from loworing the boats, bat were unable to 
do so. We oalled.out to them and struck them. 
After the second outter was in the water I 
caught hold of the -painter and made fest and 
old those who werein to renisin algnguide, I 
thon went and helped to get the starboard life 
+ ready for lowering, After doing so the 
captain told me to go. andJook alter my own 
boat, the second cutter. hen-f got to the 
side where she was I found they had ont the 
painter and were shoving off. “1 told them fo 
‘come back. -There- was only one mau in the 
‘boat who could speak English, a quarter moater, 
and he caught hold of the davit-tackle. I-jumpod 
off the rail, caught hold of the davit-tackle, and 
slid down into the boat. 
thirty of the passengers aud orew with their 
baggage in bont. The boat was over- 


loaded, being only’ sbout .six inches out. of | - 


the water. Itold them to throw their bag- 
gage overboard." Only one man, the qnarter- 
master who spoke English, a St. Heluna man, 
‘Thomas by nome, obeyed."’I then told, him to 
stand by me os I was going to-olear: the boat of 
all baggage. | He esid ho would, and with groat 
trouble we threw allthe baggage overboard. By 
this time we had drifted away from ‘the ship 
some distanos. I got out the cara and told them 
to poll back, and just at that momentI . beard 
tho ship’s whistle blow. I could not get tho 
sailors to pull back to tho vessol, We were at 
:the time about fifty varda from her. Immediate- 
ly.afterwards I saw the ship go down. T again 
tried to get the ssilora to pull back to whore thé 
ship went down, but thoy etill refused. I waited 
where wo were for abcut half an hour. I saw 
get up her sails and make for the 

land. 7 did not see any of the other:boats ox- 
cept the dingy, butthere was noone in har. T 
did not see any one in the water, I then rigged 
up a sail ont of a mat and kept the boat before 
io wind.. The wind had moderated a little, 
but there was. still a high ses running. The 
wind would ba about » foros of four or five. We 
ran on until daylight, when I saw land ahead.

yace, and how after all the sloweoach got to 
tho goal first. Itdoos not do to di oloman- 
tury things iu education. The boy who khows 
dhe eleraotary things well may by trusted to go 
on, but the boy who hus not got thee. into him 
is not likely to do much in greater things. (His 
Lordship then gave several illustrations from 
dbs exsininating papars and pointed ont. to the 
‘bays that many of thy Indicroaa answora could 
only arise from wit of cnro aud want of know- 
Jada of elementary work,) 
Lordship said—[ will now passonto ther. port. In 
_ the frst standard nine were oxaminel, One failed 
in Dictation and Arithmatio, and sight passed. 
‘Tn tho second ytandurd cight ware examined. 
Three failed in Dictation and -passed in Copy- 
_ writing, but all wore passed. In tha third 
standard four ware examined, Ono failed in 
Grammar. Two failod in Dictation, but all pass 
ed in Copy-writing and so the, whole four passed. 
Tn. the fourth standard, six were examined. Two 
failxd in Grammar and twa failed in Arithmetic, 
but all passed in Cupy-writing-and go the aix.pass- 
ed. Inthe fifth standard there were examined Bix, 
and thera passed six, Inthe sixth staudard noue 
wore prosent. "As to thé’ apecial -subjects tho 
svore Euclid, Algebra and Physieal Goography. Tt 
ia a rule of these examinations and I think a 
very right one that those boys: who fail in_or- 
dinary snbjucts cannot. ba slowed to suce ed in 
thow special subjecis, eves although their papers 
have the murk written upon them “passed.” In 
Euclid, in tho 4tleStandard, there were: &; boys 
presented. ‘There wero four, however, dis.

Two wera disqualified and two 
pissed. In 5th standard six ware examined and 
six passed, In Physical Geography,“4th standard, 
six were presented; two were disqualified, and 
two passed. - In 5th standard, siz were exwnined 
and six passed. Before I sit'dowa I would just 
like tosay one word. Tha work in connection with 
these examinations was new to you, and itis right 
that we should all take into account bis fact 
that you were not specially prepared. You were

tondenoy also of the higher examinations that 
have been introduced into the school, mast also 
be rwomembawd. Toa ses the result, dnd you will 
not allow it to influence you again, You were 
dealt leniently with this time.

It 
is-doubtful whother matorisl gan ba collocted 
togother for repairing the hroken’ banka, and ia 
three or fonr months from this time tho snowa 
will -bagin to matt, the appor rsiches of the river 
will thon rise, aul new Hoods will pour over the 
submerged country. The— Loss of life, and tho - 
genoral offlistion among the sufforoxs during 
this wintor will be appalling.
